Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 10, drawn to a polymer based on polyvinyl esters, its uses and the 
process for making the same.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: a polymer based on 
polyvinyl esters in Group I and an initiator system of Group II do not share the special 
technical features because Group I is directed to a polymer based on polyvinyl esters 
while Group II is directed to an initiator system.
